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REGULATIONS, 

FOB TBANSACTINO THE BUSINESS OF CONYOCATIOIT. 



TITLE I. 
OP THE GHANCELLOB, VICE- CHAN CELLOB, AND PBO-VICE-CHANCELLOB. 

^ § 1. It is the office of the Chancellor Cor, in his absence, of the President, 

^ as Vice- Chancellor, or of the Vice-President, as Pro- Vice- Chancellor), 

to summon, adjourn, prorogue and dissolve m£etings of Convocation,* to 
preside over them, to authorize the bringing forward of business therein,'^ 
to direct the taking of votes,X ^ confer degrees, to incorporate members 
of other Umversiiies,% to admit those entitled to seats in convocation, and 
to carry into execution penalties inflicted upon members of the House. 

§ 2. The Chancellor, before assuming his place in Convocation, shall 
take the following engagements before the Vice- Chancellor, Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor, or Senior Proctor, and shall receive from him the insignia of 
office :— 

(1.) "I do sincerely promise that I will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to her Majesty Queen Victoria, as lawful Sovereign of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and of this Province 
dependent on and belonging to the said Kingdom ; and that I will defend 
her to the utmost of my power against all traitorous conspiracies or 
attempts whatsoever, which shall be made against her person, crown 
and dignity ; and that I will do my utmost endeavour to disclose and 
make known to her Majesty, her heirs and successors, all treasons and 
traitorous conspiracies, and attempts, which I shall know to be against her 
or any of them ; and all this I do promise without any equivocation, 
mental evasion or secret reservation, and renouncing all pardons and 
• dispensations from any person or power whatsoever to the contrary." 

(2.) " Tu dabis fidem, quod ea omnia fideliter exequeris, quae ad officium 
Cancellarii spectent." Answer, "Do." 

(3.) " Tu dabis fidem ad observandum omnia statuta, privilegia, con- 
suetudines ac libertates istius Universitatis." Answer, "Do." 

(4.) " Tu dabis fidem quod non revelabis secreta domus Convocationis.** 
Answer, "Do." 

§ 3. The Vice- Chancellor, before taking his seat in Convocation, shall 
take the same engagements (mutatis mutandis) before the Chancellor, 
Pro-Vice-Chancellor or Senior Proctor. 

§ 4. The same engagements shall likewise be taken by the Vice- 
President (mutatis mutandis), before the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor or 
Senior Proctor. 

TITLE II. 
OF THE FBOCTOBS. 

The Proctors shall take the first and second of the engagements 
contained in Title I. § 2. (mutatis mutandis) before the Chancellor or his

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representative, on the next meeting of Convocation after their election, 
and receive from him the insignia of their office. 

TITLE in. 

OF THE SCRUTATORS. 

§ 1. The Scrutators shall be chosen from the Professors, or from 
those Tutors who shall be Masters of Arts of at least three years* standing. 

§ 2. It shall be their business to assist the Proctors in the discharge 
of their duties, particularly hy taking the votes in Convocation^* and by 
acting for them in their absence. 

§ 3. Each Proctor shall nominate the Scrutator who shall act for him. 

§ 4. The Scrutators shall take the same engagements as the Proctors, 
(mutatis mutandis), before the Chancellor or his representative. 

TITLE IV. 
OF THE SECRETARY OF CONVOCATION. 

§ ]. The Secretary of Convocation shall, previously to entering on 
the duties of his office, take the second engagement of Title I. § 2. 
(mutatis mutandis) before the Senior Proctor. 

§ 2. His deputy may be any member of Convocation, if approved by 
the Chancellor or his representative and the Proctors. 

TITLE v. 
OF THE BfEETlNGS OP CONVOCATION. 

§ 1. Convocation assembles on ike first day of each Term, 

§ 2. Other meetings take place during Term^ by adjournment or proro' 
gation, or in consequence of a special summons by the Chancellor. 

§ 3. All such meetings tc^e place in the morning, immediately after divine 
service, excepting those which are specially convoked by the Chancellor, 

§4.-4 public notice, specifying the Graces to be brought forward, must 
be affixed in the council-cliamber, and a copy sent to each member of 
Convocation, at least two days before the time of meeting. 

§ 5. The presence of seven members is necessary for the transaction of 
business. 

§ 6. AU questions in Convocation are finally decided by the majority 
of votes of the members present; the Presiding Officer having a casting 
vote, in case of an equality of votes. 

§ 7. The votes are taken by the Scrutators, either openly or secretly, at 
the discretion of the Presiding Officer.* 

§ 8. The fuU academical habit shall be worn at meetings on the first 
and last days of term, and the half habit at meetings on other days. 

TITLE VI. 
OF PRECEDENCE. 

Tlie members of Convocation take rank and precedence in the following 
order : 

I. Chancellor; 2. President; 3. Vice-President; 4. Proctors; 5. JVo- 
fessors, according to the dates of their appointments; 6. D.D.; 7. D.CX.; 
S.MJ).; 9.B.D.; 10. M.A.; \\. B.C.L.; 12. M.B.; IS. CM.*

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TITLE Vil. 
. OP QUESTIONS* 

§ 1. The, terms in which any question is to be brought forward fof 
discussion in Convocation shall be previously settled by the Chancellor or 
his representative, and the Proctors ; and having been read in that form 
by the Senior Proctor, shall be capable of alteration by the majority of 
Convocation, with the consent of the Presiding Officer and Proctors. 

§ 2. When the terms shall have been settled, the question shall be 
decided in the affirmative or negative according to the directions of the 
Statute, contained in Title V., § 6. 

TITLE VIII. 
OP ADMISSION TO A SEAT IN CONVOCATION. 

§ 1. The members of Convocation shall wait upon the Senior Proctor 
previously to taking their places in the House for the first time. 

§ 2. The members shall be presented to the Presiding Officer by the 
Professor who shall at the time have precedence in their respective 
Faculties ; and previously to admission to their seat, shall take the first 
engagement contained in Title I. before the Junior Proctor, and the third 
and fourth before the Senior Proctor. 

§ 3. When these engagements shall have been taken, the Officer 
{^residing shaU admit the person in these words : 

" Domine (or Domine Magister or Doctor) ego admitto te in banc 
domum Convocationis.** 

TITLE IX. 
OP GRACES FOB DEGREES. 

§ 1. Application for any Grace must be made either to the Senior 
Proctor, if the degree be that of M.A. or any higher degree, or to the 
Junior Proctor, if the degree be lower than that of M.A., and by him 
communicated to the Officer Presiding and the other Proctor, previously 
to the Convocation in which it is to be brought forward. 

§ 2. All candidates for degrees are required by statute to prodiwe the 
cer^Jicate of the Vice-President that they are of the requisite standings and 
have kept the requisite number of terms^ — of the Senior Professor of the 
Facidty, that they have performed the requisite exercises, — of the Examiners, 
that they have passed the required examinations, — and of the Bursar, that 
they are not indebted to the University, and have paid the appointed Fees,* 

§ 3. The member of Convocation who brings forward the Grace shall 
do it in the following terms : 

" Supplicat Venerabili Domui Convocationis A. B. Scholaris Facultatis 
Artium (or as the case may be) quatenus omnia compleverit ac prae- 
stiterit quae per statuta requiruntur, ut admittatur ad gradum Baccalaurei 
in Artibus " (or as the case may be). 

§ 4. When this Petition shall have been read, together with the Cer- 
tificates required by the Statute, the Proctors or Scrutators (by direction 
of the Officer Presiding) shall take the votes ; and, if there be a dis- 
sentient vote, the scrutiny shall be repeated, if necessary, until the third

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time, either on that or some subsequent meeting of Convocation, at tbcr 
discretion of the Officer Presiding and Proctors, when the question shall 
be decided by the majority of those present. 

§ 5. If the Grace be rejected, the person supplicating shall be dis- 
qualified from again coming forward during an entire year. 

§ 6. All Graces shall be granted or rejected unconditionally, aod 
without reference to any other proceeding of Convocation. 

§ 7. If the Grace be granted, the Proctor shall make the foUawing^ 
declaration : 

^ Hsc gratia concessa est, et sic pronunciamus concessam.** 

If the Grace be rejected, the form shall be : 

" Hsec gratia denegata est, et sic pronunciamus denegatam.*^ 

TITLE X. 
OF HONOBABT DEQBEES. 

§ 1. The Convocation has power ^ with the consent of the Counciij to 
confer honorary degrees on distinguished individualSf whether British sub" 
jects or foreigTiers ; either on their visiting the University personally^ or hy 
diploma. 

§ 2. Such degrees do not entitle the persons who receive them, to exercise 
the powers and authorities^ or enjoy the privileges belonging to the respective 
degrees, when conferred in the regular manner ; unless hy special dispensa- 
tion, approved by the Council and Visitors.* 

TITLE XL 
OF CORFEKRING DEGREES. 

§ 1. Every person desirous of being presented for his degree must 
wait upon either the Senior or Junior Proctor, according to the rank of 
the degree (as stated under Title IX.), on a day previous to that on which 
the degree is to be conferred. 

§ 2. The precedency of presentation shall be regulated as follows: 

The candidate shaU be presented by the senior member of the Faculty in 
which the degree is to be conferred^ or in case of his being the Presiding 
Officer, by the next in order in that faculty. "^ 

§ 3. If there be several candidates for degrees of the same rank, but 
of different faculties, the candidates shall take precedence according to 
the rank of their respective faculties. 

§ 4. If the degrees be different, the candidates shall be presented 
according to the rank of their degrees. 

§ 5. If both the degree and the faculty be the same, the seniority of 
the persons presented shall be the criterion. 

§ 6. Each candidate shall be presented separately in the following 
form of words : 

^^ Insignissime Cancellarie (Vice-Cancellarie or PrO'Vice-CancellarieJ, 
vosque egregii Procuratores, prcBsento vohis A. B. Schoktrem, {or as the 
case may be J in Facultate Artium, (or as the case may be J ut admittatur 
ad gradum Baccalaurei, (or as the case may be J testorque eum, quod ad 
omnia qua statuta requirunt, aptum et idoneum esse.^lf 

§ 7. He shall then take the engagement of allegiance before the Junior 
Proctor, and afterwards proceed to the Senior Proctor, before whom he 
shall take the third engagement contained in Title I.

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§ 8. He shall then kneel before the Officer Presiding, and be admitted 
by him to his degree in the appointed form of words : 

*^Ad [when the degree is in Divinity the foUowivg words are to he 
here introduced — ^^hoiiorem Domini nostri Jesu Christi et arf'*] profectum 
Sritannid imperii provinciceque^ ego^ auctoritate mea et totius Universitatis^ 
admitto te in gradum Baccalaurei in Artibus (or as the case may he) ; 
licentiamque tihi do omnia ea faciendi^ qtuB ad gradum istum pertinent** 
{When the degree is in Divinity, the following words are to he added--^ 
** in nomine Dei Patris, Filii et Spiritus Sancti"']1[ 

§ 9. Each graduate, afler adniission, shall sign his name in the register 
of Convocation : he shall then retire to the Vestibule, and, having arrayed 
himself in the full habit of his degree, shall re-enter the Hall of Con- 
vocation, make his obeisance to the Officer Presiding, and repair to the 
place assigned to him. 

TITLE XII. 
OF ADMISSION AD EUNDEM AND INCOBPOBATION. 

§ 1. Students or graduates of any University in her Majesty* s dominions 
may he admitted respectivety to the same or a similar standing, or to the 
same or a similar degree, on producing saiisfactory testimonials. 

§ 2. The admission and incorporation of graduates of foreign universities ^ 
is at the discretion of Convocation. 

§ 3. Every graduate admitted hy incorporation ranks after all the 
members of the University, who shall have taken the same degree previously 
to his incorporation, 

§ 4. No graduate can he incorporated, unless he shaU have taken his 
degree in the maimer prescribed by his own university.* 

§ 5. Every candidate for incorporation must wait upon the Vice-Pre- 
sident with the documents which establish his standing or rank in his own 
university ; which documents shall be examined by him and the senior 
Professor of the faculty to which the candidate belongs ; and if they find 
them satisfactory, they shall grant a certificate thereof, in the following 
form : 

" We hereby certify that we have examined the documents submitted hy N., 
whose petition for incorporation is before the House of Convocation, and 
that we regard them as saiisfactory evidence that he is Cmentioninsr the 
standing or degree J in the University of N., [that he has taken the degree 
in the manner prescribed hy the statutes of his University,"] and that he 
is qualified for incorporation in the University of King's College.^*

N.B. The words included between brackets, shall be omitted when the 
candidate is not a graduate. 

§ 6. It is competent to the officers signing this certificate to ascertain 
the fact of qualification, should it appear necessary, by examination of the 
candidate. 

§ 7. Every candidate for incorporation shall, before the meeting of 
Convocation, present, either to the Senior or to the Junior Proctor,

(according to his academical rank, as stated under Title IX.,) a petiHaM 

for incorporation^ in the following terms : 

^ Supplicat Venerabili Domui Convocationis A. B. Baecakcureus in 
Artihis (or as the case may be J in Academia N. creatus, vi admittcituar 
ad eundem ( or similemj ffradum^ staium et dignitatem inter Torontonienses^ 
quihus omaius est apud N"* 

§ 8. After the reading of the supplicat and certificate, the petition 
for Incorporation shall be either granted or rejected in the same manner 
as a grace for a degree. 

§ 9. The candidate for incorporation shall be presented in the follow- 
ing form of words : 

^^ Insignissime Cancellariey for Vice-CanceUariey or Pro-Vice^Ocm^ 
ceUarieJ, vosque egregii Procuratores, prcBsento vobis hunc Bacadaurenint 
in Artibus (or as the case may be) in Academia N. creatumj ut ait eodem 
(\e\ similij gradu^ statu et dignitate apvd tws, quibus omaius est apvd svos^'** 

§ 10. He shall then take the first engagement contained in Title I.» 
before the Junior Proctor, and the third before the Senior Proctor, and be 
admitted by the Officer presiding in the following form : " Domine Cor as 
the case may be J ego admitto te in eundem (or similem) gradum, statum et 
dignitatem hie apud nos^ quibus omatus es apud tuos^'** 

§11. Each person, after admission, shall sign his name in the register of 
Convocation. 

§ 12. No petition for the incorporation of a Doctor in any faculty shall 
be brought forward, without having been previously communicated to the 
Presiding Officer and Proctors, and the Senior Professor, if any, of hi» 
Faculty. 

TITLE XIII. 
OF DISPENSATIONS. 

§ li Every person desiring a dispensation for the non-performance of 
any duty or exercise required for the obtaining a degree in any faculty^ 
must communicate his wish to the Senior Proctor, by whom it shall be 
communicated to the Presiding Officer and Junior Proctor. 

§ 2. Dispensations shall be carried through Convocatiou in the same 
manner as graces for degrees. 

§ 3. The form of Petition is as follows : 

" Supplicat Venerabili Domui Convocationis A. B. Scholaris in Facultate 
Artium (or as the case may be) ut gratiose dispensetur secmn," &c. ; 
stating the object and grounds of the dispensation required. 

TITLE XIV. 
OF PENALTIES. 

§ 1 . The penalties to which members of Convocation shall be liable 
are fines, suspension or exclusion. 

§ 2. These penalties shall be imposed by the Presiding Officer and 
Proctors conjointly ; and the offences of which these officers shall take 
cognizance shall be absence without reasonable excuse, irregular conduct 
during any meeting of Convocation, or divulging any part of the proceed- 
ings, excepting the results. 

§ 3. The amount of fine shall not exceed one pound, nor the period of 
suspension one term, unless with the consent of the majority of members 
of the House present ; which consent shall also be required in every case 
of exclusion.

GRANTED BY HIS MAJESTY KING GEORGE THE FOURTH, 

March 15th, 1827, 

AND 

ACT 7 WILLIAM IV., c. 16.

TO AMEND THE CHARTER 



OF THE 



UMYERSITY OF KING'S COLLEGE. 



[Passed 4th March, 1837.] 

Whbbbas His late Majesty King George the Fourth, was 
graciously pleased to issue his Letters Patent, hearing 
date at Westminster, the Fifteenth day of March, in the 
eighth year of His Reign, in the words following:— 
''George the Fourth, by the Grace of God, of the United cSuJ.S^Sd.'' 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, King, Defender 
of the Faith, and so forth : To all to whom these Presents 
shall come— Greeting: Whereas the establishment of a 
College within our Province of Upper Canada, in North 
America, for the education of Youth in the principles of 
Christian Religion, and for their instruction in the various 
branches of Science and Literature which are taught in 
our Universities in this Edngdom, would greatly conduce 
to the welfare of our said Province : And whereas^ hum- 
ble application hath been made to Us by many of our 
loving Subjects in our said Province, that We would be 
pleased to grant our Royal Charter for the more perfect 
establishment of a College therein, and for incorporating 
the Members thereof^ lor the purposes aforesaid: Now 
Know Ye, that We having taken the premises into Our 
Royal conssderatioD, and duly weighing the great utility 
and importance of such an Institution, have, of our special 
grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, ordained and 
granted, and do by these Pres^its for Us, our Heirs and 
Successors, ordsan and grant, that there shall be esta- 
blished, at or near our Town of York, in our said Province 



Charter of Ktng'g of Upper Canada, from this time, one College, with the 
' ' style and privileges of an University, as hereinafter di- 

rected, for the education and instruction of Youth and 
Students in Arts and Faculties, to continue for ever, to 
be called * King's College : ' And We do hereby declare 
and grant, that our trusty and well-beloved, the Right 
Reverend Father in God, Charles James, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Quebec, or the Bishop for the time being of 
the Diocese in which the said Town of York may be 
situate, on any future division or alteration of the said 
* present Diocese of Quebec, shall, for Us, and on our be- 

half^ be Visitor of the said College ; and that our trusty 
and well-beloved Sir Peregrine Maitland, our Lieutenant- 
Governor of our said Province, or the Governor, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, or Person administering the Government 
of our said Province, for the time being, shall be the 
Chancellor of our said College : And We do hereby de- 
clare, ordain and grant, that there shall at all. times be 
one President of our said College, who shall be a Clergy- 
man, in Holy Orders, of the United Church of England 
and Ireland, and that there shall be such and so many 
Professors in different Arts and Faculties within our said 
College, as from time to time shall be deemed necessary 
or expedient, and as shall be appointed by Us or by the 
Chancellor of our said College, in our behalf and during 
our pleasure : And We do hereby grant and ordain, that 
the Reverend John Strachan, Doctor in Divinity, Arch- 
deacon of York, in our said Province of Upper Canada, 
shall be the first President of our said College; and the 
Archdeacon of York, in our said Province, for the time 
being, shall by virtue of such his Office, be at all times 
the President of the said College: And we do hereby 
for Us, our Heirs and Successors, will, ordain and grant, 
that the said Chancellor and President, and the said Pro- 
fessors of our said College, and aU persons who shall be 
duly matriculated into and admitted as Scholars of oar 
said College, and their Successors, for ever, shall be one 
distinct and separate Body Politic and Corporate, in deed 
and in name, by the name and style of * The ChancelloFi 
President, and Scholars of King's College, at York, in 
the Province of Upper Canada, * and that by the same 
name they shall have perpetual succession, and a Common 
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SeaL and that they and their Successors shall, from time ChvtororKing*i 
to time) have full power to alter, renew or change such 
Common Seal, at their will and pleasure, and as shall be 
found convenient ; and that by the same name they the 
Said Chancellor, President and Scholars, and their Sue* 
cessors, from time to time, and at all times hereafter, 
shall be able and capable to have, take, receive, purchasci 
acquire, hold, possess, enjoy and maintain, to and for the 
use of the said College, any Messuages, Lands, Tenements 
and Hereditaments, of what kind, nature or quality soever, 
situate and being within our said Province of Upper Ca« 
nada, so as the same do not exceed in yearly value the 
sum of Fifteen Thousand Pounds, Sterling, above all 
charges ; and moreover to take, purchase, acquire, have, 
hold, enjoy, receive, possess and retain, all or any Goods, 
Chattels, Charitable or other Contributions, Gifts or Be-* 
nefactions whatsoever: And We do hereby declare and 
grant, that the said Chancellor, President and Scholars^ 
' and their Successors, by the same name, shall and may 
be able and capable in Law, to sue and be sued, implead 
and be impleaded, answer and be answered, in all or any 
Court, or Courts of Hecord within our United Eongdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and our said Province of 
Upper Canada, and other our Dominions, in all and sin- 
gular actions, causes, pleas, suits, matters and demands 
whatsoever, of what nature or kind soever, in as large, 
ample and beneficial a manner and form as any other 
Body Politic and Corporate, or any other our liege Sub- ^ 
jects, being persons able and capable in Law, may or can 
sue, implead or answer, or be sued, impleaded or answered, 
in any manner whatsoever : And We do hereby declare, 
-f ordain and grant, that there shall be within our said 

College or Corporation a Council, to be called and known 
by the name of 'The CoUege Council,* and We do will 
and ordain, that the said Council shall consist of the 
Chancellor and President, for the time being, and of 
Seven of the Professors in Arts and Faculties, of our said 
College, and that such seven Professors shall be Members 
of the Established United Church of England and Ireland, 
and shall previously to their admission into the said Col- 
lege Council, severally sign and subscribe the Thirty-nine 
Articles of Religion, as declared and set forth in the Book 
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Cbartv oTKinc^ <xf Common Prayer; and in case at any time there shonld 

not be within onr said College seven Professors of Arts 
and Fandties, being Members of the Established Church 
afiyresaid, then our will and pleasure is, and We do hereby 
grant and ordain, that the said Coll^^ Council shall be 
filled up to the requisite number of Seven, exclusive of 
the Chancellor and President, for the time bdng, by such 
persons being Graduates of our said College, and being 
Members of the Established Church aforesaid, as shall for 
that purpose be appointed by the Chancellor, for the dme 
being, of our said College, and which Members of Council 
shall in like manner subscribe the Thirty-mne Articles 
aforesaid, previously to their admission in the said College 
ConnciL And whereas it is necessary to make provision 
for the completion and fUling up of the said Council, at the 
first institution of our said College, and previously to the 
appointment of any Professors or the conferring of any 
Degrees therein: Now We do further ordain anddedaie 
that the Chancellor of our said College, for the time 
being, shall, upon or immediately after the first institution 
thereof by Warrant under his hand, n<»ainate and appoint 
Seven discreet and proper persons, resident within our 
said Province of Upper Canada, to constitute jointly with 
him the said Chancellor and the President of our said 
College, for the time being, the first or original CouncQ 
of our said College, which first or original Members of 
the said Council shall in like manner respectively sub- 
scribe the Thirty-nine Articles aforesaid, previously to 
their admission into the said Council: and We do fiirther 
declare and grant, that the Members of the said College 
Council, holding within our said College the Offices of 
Chancellor, President, or Professor in any Art or Faculty, 
shall respectively hold their seats in the said Council, so 
long as they and each of them shall retain such their 
Officers as aforesaid, and no longer, and that the Members 
of the said Council not holding Offices in our said College 
shall, firom time to time, vacate their seats [in the said 
Council, when and so soon as there shall be an adequate 
number of Professors iu our said College, being Members 
of the Established Church aforesaid, to fill up the said 
Council to the requisite number before mentioned: And 
We do hereby authorise and empower the Chancellor, 
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for the time beine, of our said Collese, to decide in each charter or King*! 
case what particohir Member of the «ud CounciL not 
holding any such oflice as afmsaid, shall vacate liis seat 
in the said Council, upon the admission of any new 
Member of Council holding any such office : And We 
do hereby dedare and grant that the Chancellor, fot the 
time being, of our said CoDege, shall preside at aU meet- 
ings of the aaid College Council which he may deem it 
proper and convenient to attend, and that in his absence 
the Pkvsident of our said College shall preside at all such 
meetings, and that in the absence of the said President, 
the Senior Member of the said Council present at any 
such meeting shall preside thereat, and that the seniority 
of the Members of the said Council, other than the 
Chancellor and President, shall be regulated according 
to the date of their respective appointments : Provided 
altxsaysy that the Members of the said Council being 
Professors in our said College, shall in the said Council 
take precedence over, and be considered as Seniors to 
the Members thereof not beiug Professors in our said 
College: And We do ordain and declare, that no meeting 
of the said Council shall be, or be held to be a lawful 
meeting thereof unless five Members, at the least, be 
present during the whole of every such meeting; and 
that all questions and resolutions proposed for the deci- 
sion of the sud College Council, shall be determined by 
the majority of the votes of the Members of'Coulkcil 
present, including the vote of the Presiding Member, 
and that in the event of an equal divisicm of such votes, 
the Member presiding at any such meeting shall give an 
I additional or casting vote : And We do further declare, 

that if any Member of the said Council shall die, or resign 
his seat in the said Council, or shall be suspended or 
removed from the same, or shall, by reason of any bodily 
or mental infirmity, or by reason of his absence ftom the 
said Province, become incapable, for three calendar 
months, or upwards, of attending the mdstings of the 
said Council, then, and in every such case, a fit and 
proper person shall be appointed by the said Chancellor, 
to act as, and be a Member of the said Council, in the 
place and stead of the Member so dying or resigning, 
or so suspended, or removed, or incapacitated, as afore-

80 suspended or incapacitated, shall vacate such his office, 
on the removal of any such suspension, or at the termi- 
nation of any such incapacity aforesaid of his immediate 
predecessor in the said Council : And We do iiirther 
ordain and grant, that it shall and may be competent to 
and for the Chancellor for the time being of our said 
College, to suspend from his seat in the said Council, 
any Member thereof^ for any just and reasonable cause 
to the said Chancellor appearing : Provided, that the 
grounds of every such suspension shall be entered and 
recorded, at length, by the said Chancellor, in the Books 
of the said Council, and signed by him ; and every person 
so suspended, shall, thereupon, cease to be a Member 
of the said Council, unless and until he shall be restored 
to, and re-established in such his station therein, by any 
order to be made in the premises by Us, or by the said 
Visitor of our said College, acting on our behalf, and in 
pursuance of any special reference from Us : And We 
do further declare, that any Member of the said Council 
who, without sufficient cause, to be allowed by the said 
Chancellor, by an order entered for that purpose on the 
Books of the said Council, shall absent himself from all 
the meetings thereof which may be held within any six 
successive calendar months, shall thereupon vacate such 
his seat in the said Council: And We do by these 
Presents, for Us, our Heirs and Successors, will, ordain 
and grant, that the said Council of our said College 
shall have power and authority to frame and make 
Statutes, Rules, and Ordinances, touching and concerning 
the good government of the said College, the perfor- 
mance of Divine Service therein, the Studies, Lectures, 
Exercises, Degrees in Arts and Faculties, and all matters 
regarding the same; the residence and duties of the 
President of our said College; the number, residence 
and duties, of the Professors thereof; the management 
of the Revenues and Property of our said College ; the 
salaries, stipends, provision and emoluments, of and for 
the President, Professors, Scholars, Officers and Servants 
thereof; the number and duties of such Officers and 
Servants; and also touching and concerning any other 
matter or thing which to them shall seiem good, fit and 



usefal, for the well-being and advancement of our said charter of King*i 
College, and agreeable to this our Charter; and also, * 

from time to time, by any new Statutes, Rules or 
Ordinances, to revoke, renew, augment or alter, all, 
every or any of the said Statutes, Rules and Ordi- 
nances, as to them shall seem meet and expedient : 
Provided altvays^ that the said Statutes, Rules and 
Ordinances, or any of them, shall not be repugnant 
to the Laws and Statutes of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, or of our said Province 
of Upper Canada, or to this our Charter: Provided 
aUoy that the said Statutes, Rules, and Ordinances, 
shall be subject to the approbation of the said Visitor 
of our said College for the time being, and shall be 
forthwith transmitted to the said Visitor for that pur- 
pose ; and that in case the said Visitor shaU, for us and 
on our behalf, in writing, signify his disapprobation 
thereof within two years of the time of their being so 
made and framed, the same, or such part thereof as shall 

> be so disapproved of by the said Visitor, shall, from the 

time of such disapprobation being made known to the 
said Chancellor of our said College, be utterly void and 
<^ no effect, but otherwise, shall be and remain in full 
foroe and virtue : Provided nevertheless^ and We do hereby 
expressly save and reserve to Us, our Heirs and Suc- 
cessors, the power of reviewing, confirming or reversing, 
by any order or orders to be by Us or them made, in our 
or their Privy Council, all or any of the decisions, sen- 
tences or orders, so to be made as aforesaid by the said 
Visitor, ior Us and on our behalf, in reference to the 

. said Statutes, Rules and Ordinances, or any of them : 

* And We do further ordain and declare, that no Statute, 

Rule or Ordinance, shall be framed or made by the said 
College Council, touching the matters aforesaid, or any 
of them, excepting only such as shall be proposed for 
the consideration of the said Council by the Chancellor 
for the time being of our said College : and We do 
require and enjoin the said Chancellor thereof,, to consult 
with the President of our said College, and the next

conferring such degrees, in such manner as shall be di- 
rected by the Statutes, Rules and Ordinances of the said 
College : And We do further will, ordain and appoint, 
that no Religious test or qualification shall be required 
of, or appointed for any persons admitted or matriculated 
as Scholars within our said College, or of persons admit- 
ted to any degree in any Art or Faculty therein, save 
only that all persons admitted within our said College 
to any degree in Divinity, shall make such and the same 
declarations and subscriptions, and take such and the 
same oaths as are required of persons admitted to any 
degree of Divinity in our University of Oxford : And 
We do further will and direct and ordain, that the Chan- 
cellor, Fk^sident and Professors of our said College, and 
all persons admitted therein to the degree of Master of 
Arts, or to any degree in Divinity, Law or Medicine, and 
who, fix>m the time of such their admission to such de- 
gree, shall pay the annual sum of Twenty Shillings, 
Sterling Money, for and towards the support and main- 
tenance of the said College, shall be, and be deemed,

caused these our Letters to be made Patent :-— Witness 
Ourself at Westminster, the Fifteenth day of March, in 
the Eighth year of Our Reign — By writ of Privy SeaL 
-—(Signed)-— Bathurst **: And whereas^ certain altera- 
tions appear necessary to be made in the same, in order 
to meet the desire and circumstances of the Colony, and 
that the said Charter may produce the benefits intended: 
Be it therefore enacted by the King's Most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Le- 
gislative Council and Assembly of the Province of Upper 
Canada, constituted and established by virtue of and 
under the authority of an Act passed in the Parliament 
of Great Britain, entitled, '* An Act to repeal certain 
parts of an Act passed in the fourteenth year of His 
Majesty's Reign, entitled, ' An Act for making more 
effectual provision for the Government of the Province 
of Quebec, in North America, and to make further pro- 
vision for the Government of the said Ptovince,* *' and 
by the authority of the same.
